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Bypass scheme Is 
dropped from plan 


FIRM plans to build a £25 
million southern bypass round 
Ely have been dropped by 
council bosses. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council voted to approve 
alterations to a key planning 
document on Tuesday, which will 
see the authority remove its 
preference for a “road building 
solution” to the problems of the 
A142. 

Instead, the East Cambridgeshire Core 
Strategy will force the council to consider 
alternative “major improvements to the 
A142 between Angel Drove and Stuntney 
Causeway”. 

The removal of the southern bypass 
from this strategic plan follows a detailed 
report by a Government planning 
inspector, Mary Travers, who concluded 
the council had failed to “fully evaluate” 
other options to alleviate congestion. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader of the 
council’s Liberal Democrat group, 
believed the decision brought the future of 
the controversial Ely Masterplan into 
doubt. 

The plan - which detailed Ely’s growth 
plans over the next 25 years - was highly 
dependent on the creation of the bypass, 
which would allow for a new station 
quarter to be built. 

He said: “The bypass is absolutely 
crucial to the masterplan. Without a firm 
commitment to building this road, what 
possible weight can the masterplan have 
as a strategy? 

“It makes you wonder if all these 
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hundreds of thousands of pounds that we 
spent on it were worthwhile. 

“We already know the masterplan 
wasn’t going to take effect until 2021, but 
this decision throws it back another 
couple of decades. 

“The inspector was also clear that this 
bypass was a big environmental no-no as 
it would be a huge visual intrusion on the 
landscape of Ely.” 

But Giles Hughes, the council’s head of 
planning, told Tuesday’s meeting that the 
bypass “remained council policy.” 

He said: “The inspector was saying we 
need to revisit other options as well as 
looking at a bypass before we come to an 
appropriate solution.” 

He told the Weekly News: “She probably 
feels we have jumped the gun when it 
comes to thinking what we need. She is 
just saying we need to look harder at other 
options. 

“But she also talks about ‘major 
improvements’. That is not just painting a 
few lines on the A142 - she recognises 
something major needs to be done.” 

Central Government has, however, 
continually knocked back funding 
applications for the bypass, which has 
been placed low on the priorities for road 
improvements in East Anglia. 

Mr Hughes also told the meeting that 
the bypass was vital as extra rail journeys 
by freight trains would cause Ely’s railway 
gates to be shut for 50 minutes an hour, 
compared to the current 30 minutes, 
leading to traffic chaos in the future.

Man flown to hospital 
after electric shock 


A YOUNG man was taken to 
hospital by air ambulance 
after suffering an electric 
shock. 

The victim, who is in his early 20s, 
was in a serious condition in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cam¬ 
bridge, following the incident last 
Thursday. 

It is thought the man was carry¬ 
ing a large metal pole when it made 
contact with high-voltage overhead 
electricity wires. 

The incident happened at 
Crouchmoor Farm, Littleport, at 
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around 3.30pm. 

Emergency services and police 
were called to the scene and the 
victim was given pain relief by a 
Magpas emergency medical team, 
before being flown to hospital by air 
ambulance. 

His condition is described as 
serious but stable. 

Representatives of EDF energy 
were called to the scene and an in¬ 
vestigation by engineers is ongoing. 


The incident is the second one 
of its kind in the area in recent 
weeks. 

Three men suffered electric 
shocks on a school sports field 
after putting up a rugby post near 
to an electricity pylon. 

Emergency services were called 
to the incident at the King’s 
School rugby pitches, Angel 
Drove, Ely, on September 15. 

All three men were taken to 
hospital with serious burns but 
are now recovering from their 
ordeal at home.

Biker mum died

in crash on bend 
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A MOTHER of two who 
was killed while riding her 
motorbike could have 
been overtaking on a 
bend. 

A sudden gust of wind might 
also have contributed to the 
death of Juliette Potten, 39, an 
inquest heard. 

Mrs Potten, of Short Road, 
Stretham, was riding her red 
600cc Ducati when tragedy 
struck on the morning of May 
12 this year. 

She was riding along Little 
Wilbraham Road at Quy when 
she was involved in a collision 
with a Toyota Yaris and a 
Citroen panel van. 

Mrs Potten, who was plan-

ning a “ride out” for members of 
the Cambridge Advanced 
Motorcyclists’ group at the time, 
was thrown off her bike and 


found lying face down on the 
verge of the road. She was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

But police have been unable 
to establish exactly how the 
collision came about, the 
inquest at Shire Hall, Cam¬ 
bridge, heard last Thursday 

Pc David Paul, collision 
investigator at Cambridgeshire 
police, said: “Mrs Potten’s bike 
emerged from the back of the 
Citroen van, crossed over into 
the lane of the oncoming Toyota 
and collided into the side of it. 

“The accident happened on a 
tight left-hand bend. 

“We cannot confirm why the 
bike crossed into the other lane, 
but it is possible that Mrs Potten 
went to overtake the van on the 
bend and didn’t see the car 
coming. 

“However, there were wind 
speeds of about 25mph on the 


day, so it is possible that a 
strong gust could have caught 
her, causing her to drift into the 
other lane.” 

The 37-year-old man driving 
the Toyota and the 24-year-old 
van driver were unhurt in the 
smash. 

Giving evidence at the 
inquest, Stuwart Castro, the 
driver of the Toyota, said: “I 
swerved and tried to steer away 
from it but hit it. There really 
was nothing else I could have 
done - it was terrifying.” 

David Morris, coroner for 
South and West Cambridge¬ 
shire, recorded the medical 
cause of death as multiple 
injuries. 

He recorded a verdict that 
Mrs Potten died from injuries 
sustained when her motorcycle 
collided with an oncoming 
vehicle.

His mother, Tracey Connelly, 
and two sadistic brothers, 
Stephen Barker and Jason 
Owen, were jailed in August for 


the abuse that led to his death. 

Geoff Fretwell, of Ship Lane, 
Ely, who organised the event 
with his wife Elaine, said: “It was 
a fantastic evening, with half of 
the money coming from some 
very generous donations.”

Stallions 
caught 
sparring 
in Fens 


IT may look like the plains 
of America but incredibly 
this rare shot of two wild 
stallions sparring was 
snapped in the 
Cambridgeshire 
countryside. 

The two konik horses were 
spotted fighting on the 
wetlands of Wicken Fen. 

The stallions reared up and 
boxed with their fore legs in 
a sight which has rarely 
been seen in Britain for 
4,000 years, when the last 
herds of wild horses 
roamed these fields. 

The koniks, which share 
many characteristics of the 
now-extinct Tarpan, the 
original wild horse of 
Europe’s forests, are one of 
the largest animals ever to 
be introduced in to the UK. 
They have been imported 
to help manage the 325- 
acre nature reserve. 

Carol Laidlow, 
conservation grazing 
warden at Wicken Fen, 
said: “It is a pretty amazing 
sight to see two stallions 
fighting like this in Britain 
and it gets the heart racing. 
Sometimes the stallions are 
just playing and enjoying a 
bit of rough and tumble, but 
other times it could be a 
bachelor stallion challeng¬ 
ing the dominant stallion.”

Petition is started to 
support ‘vision project’ 


A PETITION has been 
launched in support of 
the controversial Wicken 
Fen Vision. 

Ely resident Ben Gibbs has 
spearheaded an online cam¬ 
paign asking the Prime 
Minister to support the 
National Trust’s multi-million 
pound scheme. 

Already, more than 620 
people have signed up. 

The 100-year vision is part 
of a £2 million project to 
transform former wetlands 
between Cambridge and 
Soham into a “green lung” for 
wildlife, local people and 
visitors. 

But the plans have been at 
the centre of controversy for 
years, with residents blasting 
the transformation of prime 
agricultural land into a 
“jungle”. 

Geoffrey Woollard, who is 
against the ambitious project, 
launched the Save our Fens 
petition earlier this year in a 
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bid to halt the vision in its 
tracks. 

But Mr Gibbs, of John 
Amner Close, said the res¬ 
ponse to his petition “clearly 
demonstrates the level of 
public support for the plans”. 

He said: “This will create a 
much-needed habitat for 
many threatened species of 
wildlife, helping reinstate the 
peat soils and reducing carbon 
loss. 

“In addition, the new reser¬ 
ve will create much-needed re¬ 
creational space for residents 
of a county that has signifi¬ 
cantly less accessible country¬ 
side than the national average. 

“The vision will provide a 
new amenity for visitors on 
foot, cycle and horseback, 
creating a network of footpaths 
and circular routes, and 
eventually providing a safe and 
virtually traffic-free route from

Cambridge to Ely.” 

A recent investigation 
carried out by the National 
Trust showed that nearly 36 
million cubic metres of soil 
have been lost from the vision 
area over the last 200 years 
through extensive agricultural 
practices. 

Mr Gibbs said: “At the end of 
the day, we are talking about a 
plan to transform a relatively 
small area of land into a nature 


reserve with important 
habitats for endangered 
wildlife and much needed 
recreational facilities for 
residents and visitors. 

“The National Trust con¬ 
sultations indicated a high 
level of public support, as does 
the number of people who 
have signed up for my 
petition.” 

Only last week, the Weekly 
News reported how planning 
chiefs had given the green light 
to the National Trust to build 
the latest phase of the vision’s 
“spine route”. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has approved plans to 
build a three-metre wide 
bridge over Reach Lode, as well 
as a cycle track from High 
Bridge to Straight Drove. 

Plans to build two wetland 
habitat areas were also 
approved.

Traveller site plans spark protest 


PLANS to build two traveller sites 
in Soham have sparked a major 
protest in the town. 

Residents are in uproar over 
proposals, which could see 
traveller families setting up camp 
on land east of Long Dolver 
Drove. 

Mrs S Martin, of Bushel Lane, 
has applied for planning 
permission to change the use of 
the land. If planners agree, it 
would allow two traveller 
families to move there and build 
permanent pitches. 

But dozens of people living on 
Long Dolver Drove and nearby 
Hasse Road have sent a petition 
to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council against Mrs Martins’ 
application. 

Numerous letters have also 
been sent to the authority - 


although residents insist their 
gripe is not against the travellers 
themselves. 

Robert Peacock, of Long 
Dolver Drove, said people’s 
biggest concern was the issue of 
access, with the single track road 
leading to the site not even being 
wide enough for a refuse lorry to 
get down. He said the junction 
from the site onto the drove is 
also blind to the right. 

Mr Peacock said: “It is just not 
suitable for more traffic. 

“There are no designated 
parking spaces along that road 
and, if we have more traffic there, 
I can see people getting into a 
real pickle.” 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “People 
might think we are up in arms 
about this because it involves 


travellers but that is not the case. 

“There are many traveller 
families in Soham and they fit in 
with the local community well. 

“The problems here are about 
access, as it really is unsuitable 
for vehicles. 

“The road is bordered by a 
ditch on one side and properties 
on the other so will not be able to 
be widened either.” 

Soham Town Council, which 
also received objections from 
residents, has recommended 
refusal of the scheme, claiming 
access to the site was “totally 
inadequate” for increased traffic 
flow.

Flood defence 
systems tested 
in river drills 


FLOOD defence sys¬ 
tems in Ely have been 
put to the test during 
emergency drills after 
the Great Ouse burst 
its banks earlier this 
year. 

Rapid response teams 
from the Environment 
Agency were practising 
their flood prevention 
procedures at the city’s 
Prickwillow Road depot 
during a three-day exer¬ 
cise 

Among the drills, 
which began on Tuesday, 
included sessions on 
building temporary flood 
defences with sandbags 
and using pumps to 
remove flood water from 
under-threat areas. 

The activity follows 
floods on the Great Ouse 
in St Neots, Godman- 
chester and St Ives in July 
following torrential sum¬ 
mer showers. 

Operations delivery 
manager Andrew Bulli- 
vant said: “It’s important 
for us at the Environment 
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Agency to be fully pre¬ 
pared for any flooding or 
pollution incident. 

“Some of the incidents 
we respond to are as a 
result of the unpre¬ 
dictable effects of climate 
change. 

“But whatever the 
causes, we need to 
respond quickly and pro¬ 
fessionally, and this train¬ 
ing exercise is designed 
to sharpen our tech¬ 
niques.” 

He added: “We readily 
accept our incident 
response obligations but 
it is also important that 
the public take action 
and prepare themselves 
for possible flood 
incidents.” 

Residents are advised 
to visit the agency’s 
website to see if their 
home is in a flood risk 
area, to insure their 
home and its possessions 
and sign up to the 


Floodline Warning ser¬ 
vice, which issues warn¬ 
ings via telephone, mob¬ 
ile, text or email. 

Experts have warned 
that Ely could be at major 
risk from flooding as the 
Ouse has not been 
properly dredged near 
the city for years. 

Brian Carter, 80, a 
former member of the 
Great Ouse River 
Authority, says the river 
at Ely is now so badly 
silted that it is only half 
its planned depth of 
around 16 feet. 

He blames a lack of 
maintenance including 
dredging, clearing ob¬ 
structions and “over- 
enthusiastic environ¬ 
mentalism” which does 
not let flood water get 
away. 

“Nothing has been 
done by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency to alleviate 
this problem. The risk of 
flooding upstream to 
Cambridge has been 
greatly increased,” he 
said in a 2005 report.

Purse snatcher 
gets county ban 


A COMMUTING purse 
snatcher has been banned 
from entering Cambridge¬ 
shire after stealing purses 
and credit cards in Ely. 

Velichka Hristova, from 
Haringey in London, has been 
given an anti-social behaviour 
order (Asbo) preventing her from 
entering the county for two years. 

The 21-year-old appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates' Court on 
October 13, which is when the 
order was imposed. 

Hristova had pleaded guilty to 
five purse thefts and four charges 
of fraudulent use of credit cards in 
Ely. 

She was given a six months 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, and ordered to complete 
200 hours of unpaid community 
service. 

The Asbo also bans her from 
entering Cambridgeshire for two 
years. 

Inspector Andy Bartlett, Sector 
Inspector for East Cambs, said: 
“Hristova commuted to Ely to 
commit crime, mainly targeting 
elderly women with shopping 
trolleys in charity shops. 

“Purse thefts have been an

issue in the city centre for some 
time, and the fact that elderly and 
vulnerable women were victims 
underlines the callous nature of 
these crimes. 

“Hristova mingled with 
shoppers, stole a purse, then 
added to the trauma for the 
victim by quickly committing 
fraud by withdrawing funds from 
cash machines using credit cards 
from the stolen purse. 


“I would ask shoppers to look 
after their purses, wallets or 
handbags by keeping them in a 
safe place about their person. 

“Shoppers should be aware of 
anyone brushing up against 
them, or distracting them. 

“Under no circumstances 
should the PIN be kept in the 
same place as the card.” 

Brian Tully, Asbo co-ordinator 
for East Cambridgeshire Com¬ 
munity Safety Partnership, said: 
“At first glance, this may seem an 
unusual case for an Asbo, because 
it is a matter of pure crime. 

“However, the effect on the 
shopping community has been 
significant, with purse theft being 
a particular problem on Thurs¬ 
days, with the combination of 
pensions day and the market. 

“The purpose of anti-social 
behaviour legislation is to protect 
the community, and we are doing 
so by keeping this thief out of the 
city.” 

Shops in Ely will be given an 
Asbo notice to facilitate reporting 
any breach of the order to police.

Debate heating up 
over gritting plans 


A STORM has blown up 
over winter gritting plans 
for Cambridgeshire. 

The Conservative-run county 
council has promised to grit 
Cambridge’s cycle bridges and 
other secondary routes on a trial 
basis. 

But the Liberal Democrat opp¬ 
osition group on the council 
claims the plans do not go far 
enough - and says while new 
routes are being added, others 
are being axed. 

Cambridgeshire Lib Dems 
claimed only 10 new routes have 
been added to the gritting list, 
and nine have been removed. 
Proposals to grit a further 18 
routes have been rejected, they 
added. 

Lib Dem county councillor 
Kilian Bourke said the group 
welcomed the gritting of cycle 
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bridges, but added: “It doesn’t go 
far enough. 

“This is not the radical imp¬ 
rovement of the gritting network 
that we anticipated. The council 
needs to be looking at gritting all 
heavily used cycleways and 
footways as a matter of course. 

“The county council is now 
assuring us that a ‘major in- 
depth review’ is under way and 
will be completed in time for 
winter 2010/11. Why couldn’t it 
be done in time for this winter?” 

Conservative councillor Mac 
McGuire, cabinet member for 
highways, said: “We have list¬ 
ened to what people have said, 
which is why we are gritting 
more and sooner. 

“For the first time we are 


gritting cycle bridges as part of 
the main run and routes that 
include cycleways are now being 
treated before five days of 
freezing weather rather than 
after.” 

He said Cambridgeshire had a 
very good record on gritting. 

“It is right and proper that we 
trial these schemes and have an 
in-depth review rather than 
rushing headlong into doing 
something that may not work 
and cost the taxpayer thousands 
of pounds. 

“One of the main problems in 
gritting cycleways is the res¬ 
ources and staffing to do it. I am 
sure our Lib Dem councillors 
will take up my challenge to talk 
to their counterparts on the city 
council and persuade them to 
help us to grit these extra 
cycleways or pedestrian areas.”

Cycle death 
'accidental’ 


A TEENAGE cyclist who died after 
being hit by a car was biking on 
the wrong side of the road, an 
inquest heard. 

Darryl Manchett, 15, was also not 
wearing a crash helmet when he was 
knocked off his mountain bike. 

He died less than 24 hours later at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, after 
suffering serious brain injuries in the 
collision. 

The crash happened in Wentworth on 
the evening of July 25 this year. 

Darryl, of Manor Close, Witchford, had 
been out with friends all day when he and 
nine others decided to go on a bike ride 
before it got dark. 

The group was cycling around a tight 
bend in Church Road when tragedy 
struck at around 9pm. 

Darryl was knocked off his bike by Ria 
Phillips, of Grunty Fen, who was driving 
with her boyfriend Cameron Russell in 
the passenger’s seat. 

She tried to swerve her Hyundai Getz 
away but hit Darryl, causing him to flip 
on to her bonnet and into the road. 

Miss Phillips’ statement was read out at 
the inquest at Cambridge’s Shire Hall last 
Thursday. 

She said: “I slowed down for the bend as 
I always approach bends with caution and 
I saw a group of youngsters on their bikes. 

“Some were on the verge but some of 
them were in the middle of the road. 
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“It was then that I saw a boy on his 
bike to my side. 

“I tried to swerve away from him but 
he went on to my bonnet and my car 
ended up on to the grass verge. 

“We called 999 but my boyfriend had 
to speak as I could hardly breathe let 
alone speak to anyone.” 

Pc David Paul, collision investigator at 
Cambridgeshire police, said Miss Phillips 
was only travelling at 35mph in a 60mph 
zone when she hit Darryl. 

He said: “Tests show that both the 
bicycle and the car involved were in good 
working order. 

“It is clear that Darryl was on the 
wrong side of the road when Miss 
Phillips was suddenly confronted by him. 

“She tried everything she could to 
avoid him but just couldn’t.” 

Pc Paul added: “The outcome of this 
would have been different if Darryl had 
been wearing a crash helmet.” 

David Morris, coroner for south and 
west Cambridgeshire, recorded a verdict 
of accidental death. 

The medical cause of Darryl’s death 
was cerebral oedema due to a traumatic 
brain injury. 

Mr Morris said: “Any sudden death is a 
tragedy but when it is someone so young 
it makes it so much worse.” 


Army bound to help soldiers 


A LOCAL teenager 
has become the first 
female to sign up for 
the army’s Further 
Education Bursary 
Scheme (FEBS), 

Chrissie Warden, 
from Isleham, took 
her oath of 
allegiance to the 
Queen last week. 

The 17-year-old 
has recently 
completed a public 
services course at 
Cambridge Regional 
College and will be 
joining the Royal 
Army Medical Corps. 

Chrissie originally 
had her sights set on 
becoming a 
paramedic but now 
hopes to become a 
combat medical 
technician in the 
army. 

Miss Warden said: 
“As soon as I found 
out about a career in 
the army as a 
combat medical 
technician, I knew it 
was what I wanted to 
do. 

“I wasn’t due to 
enter training until 
next year but I am 
thrilled that I can 
start sooner. 

“I know that I may 
be deployed to 
Afghanistan, I would 
be nervous but would

Tributes to man 
who died on site 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“lovely chap” who died sudd¬ 
enly on a building site in 
Littleport. 

Site manager Mervyn Clingo, 60, is 
believed to have suffered a serious 
heart attack while working on a 
development in Wisbech Road. 

His co-workers were left “shaken up” 
after the incident last Tuesday. 

Emergency services rushed to the 
scene but Mr Clingo, who was from 
Downham Market in Norfolk, had 
already died. 

He was the site manager for Cock- 
sedge Building Contractors, based in 
Mildenhall, which is being employed 
by housing provider Sanctuary 
Hereward to develop the site. 
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Bulldozers had moved into Wisbech 
Road to demolish derelict council 
houses there and Mr Clingo was 
overseeing the next stage of the 
project, which involves building 20 
new affordable homes. 

Cambridgeshire police attended the 
scene but a spokeswoman said the 
incident had now been passed onto 
the coroner. 

A spokeswoman added: “We attend¬ 
ed a sudden death in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, but there were no suspicious 
circumstances.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
Coroner’s Office confirmed that Mr 


Clingo died of natural causes and an 
inquest would not be opened. 

Steve Nugent, construction director 
at Cocksedge, said: “Mervyn was such 
a lovely chap and the kind of guy that 
anyone could get on well with. 

“It is thought he died of a suspected 
heart attack and it has left our staff 
shaken up. It’s just such a sad thing to 
happen.” 

Mark Osborne, senior development 
officer at Sanctuary Group, said: “I and 
some of my colleagues have been 
working closely with Mervyn since the 
project started on site back in April this 
year, and we were all shocked and 
deeply saddened to learn of his death. 

“Our condolences and thoughts are 
with his family at this difficult time.” 


‘No excuse for ignoring level crossing laws’ 


RIDICULOUS excuses given 
by drivers who have flouted 
road rules at level crossings 
have been made public. 

As part of Network Rail’s 
Don’t Run the Risk camp¬ 
aign to raise awareness of 
the problem, genuine reas¬ 
ons given by motorists in 


the region have been re¬ 
leased. 

These include: “I thought 
that the train would slow 
down to let me through”, 
and “I thought that the train 
driver was giving way to me 
when he sounded his horn”. 

Between January and 


August this year, 18 motor¬ 
ists and 35 pedestrians in 
East Anglia have narrowly 
avoided a potentially fatal 
collision with a train. 

In April, 22-year-old Rich¬ 
ard Martin was jailed for 
eight months and received a 
two-year ban after driving 


round the closed barriers at 
Sandhills crossing in Cam¬ 
bridge before being hit by a 
60mph passenger train. 

Martin, drunk and on 
cocaine at the time, escaped 
with broken ribs following 
the incident on October 17 
last year.

Mary Rayner, acting head¬ 
mistress, said: “There will always 
be difficult times in schools for 
pupils with social, emotional and 
behavioural difficulties, due to the 
nature of the troubled children we 
work with. 

“The report reflects all of the 
hard work and commitment of a 
dedicated staff team.” 

Inspectors said: “As the school’s 
leadership has settled, so has 
pupils’ behaviour, particularly 
since Easter this year. 

“Effective behaviour man¬ 
agement, reorganisation of teach¬ 
ing groups and better lesson 
planning now ensures that the 
boys are generally in class and 
concentrate well on their work. 

“Some aspects of the school’s 
work have continued to flourish. 

“For example, the care, guidance 
and support that pupils receive are 
good because of the steadfast dedi¬ 
cation to the boys’ general well¬ 
being.”

A n animal lover who has 
gone beyond the extra 
mile to stop horses and 
donkeys suffering overseas has 
been nominated for a 
prestigious award.

WHILE natural 
gardens and 

meadow plantings 
may have increased 
in popularity in the 
last few years, formal 
gardens still have a 
place in our fast- 
paced, chaotic world. 

The desire to shape 
and square, to 
manipulate plants and 
space to attain order 
and create symmetry, is 
a subject explored by 
designer pals Diarmuid 
Gavin and Sir Terence 
Conran in their new 
book Planting , in which 
they share many of their 
secrets with enthusiasts. 

“Humans love order 
and repetition. There is 
symmetry to it,” Gavin 
explains. “They like the 
illusion of reflection - 
whether it is mirrors or 
still ponds. 

“And they have an 
abiding desire to 


control outdoor space: 
to clean it and to level 
and decorate it with 
familiar lines and 
shapes.” 

While many formal 
gardens were designed 
to be viewed from a 
distance, to create gran¬ 
deur by using geometric 
shapes, this vista cannot 
be easily transferred to 
suburban gardens 
because of their less 
even shapes and sizes. 

Aspects of formal 
gardens in the UK have 
been copied by many 
amateur gardeners on 
much smaller scales, 
achieving formal style 
with ferns or grasses, or 
simply by using just one 
colour of flowers. 

“You can create your 
own sense of drama and 
theatre within the 
boundaries of the plot 
by laying out grids using 
evergreen shrubs,” says 
Gavin. 


Some plants are 
particularly easy to 
manipulate and clip 
into shape year-on-year, 
including box, yew 
(Taxus baccata), privet 
(Ligustrum lucidum), 
juniper, holly and ber- 
beris. 

“You can make little 
formal hedges that may 
be no more than 20cm 
high, or you can clip 
hornbeam or species of 
lime (tilia) into very 
unnatural but pillar or 
column-like structures,” 
Gavin explains. 

In smaller spaces, 
such as courtyards, 
many gardeners place 
some sort of ornament 
in the centre of the 
space, such as an 
aquatic feature like a 
small fountain or bowl 
of still water, or an 
architectural plant. 

Containers can also 
create a much more 
formal feel to any 


smaller garden. 

“A parallel row of con¬ 
tainers can be intro¬ 
duced to reinforce the 
geometry of a scheme, 
guiding the eye to a 
focal highlight or in the 
direction of a stunning 
vista,” Gavin explains. 

“Pots of beautifully- 
trimmed evergreen 
shrubs or those brim¬ 
ming with cascading 
flowers can illuminate 
paved courtyards, as 
well as being used to 
enhance formal en¬ 
trances or walkways. 

“Ornate pots and 
those of aged stone suit 
a formal garden, while 
traditional terracotta is 
classic in any garden 
setting. Keep the 
different styles as 
limited as possible - a 
single style has the 
greatest impact.” 

Plants synonymous 
with formal gardens, 
including box and

privet, create structure, 
shape and form in pots, 
while topiary speci¬ 
mens can be made to 
look the same through 
clipping - pyramids, 
spheres and columns 
are favourites.

A MAN whose wife 
saved his life by 
donating one of her 
kidneys will run a 
10-mile road race 
this weekend.

It later emerged the 
injury was, in fact, gout 
caused by acute kidney 
failure, and a search for 
a donor began. 

But it was Richard’s 
wife, Lorna, who came 
to his aid by making a 
living organ donation at 
Addenbrooke’s specialist 
renal unit in November 
2005. 

Richard has made a 
full recovery and the 
couple, who live in 
Cambridge Road, Ely, 
now have a two-year-old 
son called Charlie. 

Richard said: “My 
recovery has been a long 
process, which included 
a second operation six 
months after the trans¬ 


plant. 

“But it’s great to be 
back to full fitness. 
Returning to Ports¬ 
mouth five years after I 
was due to run the race 
is fantastic. 

“It shows that I have 


my life back. 

“Lorna was going to 
run the race with me, 
but she is now 24 weeks 
pregnant with our 
second child, which is 
simply amazing. 

“She obviously isn’t 


suffering too much with 
just one kidney.” 

Richard will be 
running to raise money 
for Kidney Research UK.

GARDENING 


Prepare your garden 
for ‘firework display’ 


A utumn splendour is 
always the grand 
finale of the growing 
season, as leaves turn 
vibrant shades of yellow, 
orange and deep red, 
while berries provide 
further interest - and not 
just for the birds. 

So, if you are now looking out 
on a bare garden with little 
colour, think about the 
ornamentals you could plant to 
add some pizzazz to the scene 
and contrast well with each 
other. 

Autumn colour shows up best 
with a solid, dark background 
such as conifers and evergreen 
shrubs, so bear this in mind 
when planning. 

Trees should be used carefully 
so that their effect is a highlight 
rather than just a small part of a 
busy planting scheme. Green is 
still the most important colour 
in the garden and should 
therefore be the most prevalent, 
so don’t overdo it with bright- 
leafed plants or the effect will 
not be restful. 

The ornamental cherry 
(Prunus sargentii) is a wonderful 
specimen whose young leaves 
are red, turning to dark green. In 
early autumn they become 
brilliant orange-red and finally a 
deep red. The leaves don’t drop 
at the first hint of frost, but last 
longer on the tree. 

A smaller tree is the Persian 
ironwood (Parrotia persica), 
which grows to eight metres and 
whose leaves turn to a 
patchwork of orange, bright red

and purple-red in autumn, 
although it needs acid soil for 
good leaf colour. 

Combine trees and shrubs of 
different hues. 

The rich, deep reds and 
burgundies of Japanese maples 
such as Acer palmatum 
‘Bloodgood’ contrast beautifully 
with the yellowing leaves of 
silver birch, while Chinese 
lanterns (Physalis alkekengi) 
provide additional warmth with 
their bright orange, lantern¬ 
shaped fruits, ideally in a large 
shrub border in a woodland 
setting. 

Plant perennials such as 
bearded irises at the front of the 
display for structural foliage 
from spring to autumn, and for 
flower colour earlier in the year. 

If you don’t have room to add 
more plants to your borders, 
select a Japanese maple in a pot 
for warm autumn colour. 

Choose a container at least 
30cm in diameter and a 
compost comprising equal parts 
John Innes No 2 potting 
compost and a soil-less 
multipurpose compost. Add lots 
of drainage material in the base 
of the pot and top-dress the 


compost with gravel. 

Ideal specimens for a pot 
include A palmatum dissectum 
‘Garnet’, whose leaves open 
bright red and then deepen to a 
rich garnet colour. This 
deciduous acer is very slow 
growing - up to 1.8m in 10 years 
- and looks great alongside a 
pond or in an ornamental 
planter. 

Acers should be grown in 
moist but well-drained soil. The 
foliage colour is best in dappled 
shade, although full sun can be 
tolerated. 

Shrubs can also provide 
dazzling foliage tints and 
flowers. Look out for Euonymus 
alatus, the spindle bush, which 
is a world away from the 
compact, variegated evergreen 
forms we use for shady gardens 
and winter hanging baskets. 

This one is deciduous, but 
produces spectacular autumn 
colour, producing a molten 
crimson display. It is medium¬ 
sized, fitting into most gardens. 

Other good choices for 
autumn colour include Hebe 
‘Autumn Glory’, which produces 
purple bottle-brush flowers 
which can last until Christmas, 
and the oak-leafed hydrangea 
(Hydrangea quercifolia), whose 
leaves turn purple in autumn 
and hang on to the plant for 
ages. 

If you have a wall which looks 
bare in the cooler months, train 
a colourful pyracantha along it, 
such as P ‘Orange Glow’, which 
produces clusters of sizzling 
orange autumn berries and 
white spring flowers. This 
evergreen shrub has a vigorous, 
dense and spiny habit and can 
also be planted as a barrier 
hedge. Train it like a cordon, and 
in years to come it will reward 
you (and the birds) with masses 
of colourful berries. 

Other shrubs with colourful 
autumn fruits include Berberis x 
carminea ‘Pirate King’, 

Callicarpa bodinieri var giraldii 
‘Profusion’ and Cotoneaster 
salicifolius ‘Rothschildianus’. 

Autumn in the garden can 
truly be the firework display 
before the more muted tones of 
winter set in. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cotinus 

Commonly known as the smoke 
bush because of its fluffy plumes 
of pale pink flowers which 
appear above the foliage in 
summer, producing a smoke¬ 
like haze, this deciduous shrub 
is a must for the autumn garden. 

You need a fair amount of 
space as it can become the size 
of a small tree, so grow it as a 
stand-alone specimen or in a 
large shrub border in sun or 
light shade, in moist but well- 
drained, moderately fertile soil. 

Good choices include C 
‘Flame’, whose oval, light green 
leaves turn brilliant orange-red 
in autumn, and C coggygria 
‘Royal Purple’, grown for its 
purple foliage, whose leaves turn 
orange and red in autumn 
before falling.

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Titled the M35 Hybrid, the 
rear-drive, V6-engined car will 
cut fuel consumption and C02 
emissions without, says 
Infiniti, taking anything away 
from the driving experience. 

The firm’s hybrid system 
uses just the one electric 
motor to aid the 3.5-litre petrol 
unit.

Car scrappage PUSHES UP NEW CAR SALES 


‘The impact of the vehicle scrappage scheme is 
now being felt, with thousands of cars bought 
by consumers via the scheme now on the 
road,' says Sue Robinson, Director of the Retail 
Motor Industry Federation (RMIF), representing 
the UK’s new car dealers, commenting on new 
car sales figures for July 2009. 

New car sales for July 2009, announced today 
(Thursday 6 August 2009) show that 
157,149 new cars were sold 


in July, 2.4% per cent up on July 2008.* 

According to Robinson, the scrappage scheme 
is having a positive effect on the whole market: 
‘Car dealers are reporting that the scheme is 
continuing to provide a halo effect for overall 
car sales, and is helping increase footfall into 
showrooms by general buyers as well as 
scrappage buyers.’ 

Latest Government figures show that 
144,308 cars and light vans have been 


bought through the scrappage scheme since it 
went live on 18 May 2009. 

She adds: ‘With fleets not in the market for 
new vehicles at present, it is private buyers 
taking advantage of the scrappage scheme 
that are leading the revival. However, for sales 
to return to consistently positive levels in the 
medium to long term, business and general 
consumer confidence must be encouraged 
as much as possible.’

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job ■ most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview.
